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PREFACE. 


It  is  now  upwards  of  ten  years  since  this  book  was  first  taken 
in  hand.  Continued,  as  was  necessarily  the  case,  only  in  the 
holidays,  and  frequently  interrupted  by  other  work,  not  to 
speak  of  more  attractive  occupations,  it  had  progressed  so  far 
that  a  copy  was  being  made  by  a  type-writer  with  a  view  to 
printing,  when  in  the  autumn  of  1889  a  short  illness  was 
followed  by  the  early  death  of  the  younger  of  its  authors. 

This  is  no  place  to  dwell  at  length  on  those  qualities  which 
earned  for  him  the  love  of  many  friends — his  simple,  loyal, 
and  manly  nature — 

*'  Multis  ille  bonis  flebilis  occidit." 
But  one  who  was  associated  with  him  in  very  much  of  his 
work  may  be  permitted  to  say  how  great  a  part  of  whatever 
usefulness  it  may  possess  this  book  owes  to  his  unwearied  zeal 
and  patience,  his  accuracy  in  minute  details,  and  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  words  and  thoughts  of  the  Latin  poets — 
while  many  of  the  smaller  errors,  which  will  no  doubt  be 
found,  are  due  to  the  want  of  that  final  revision,  which  it 
would  have  been  his  pride  to  render  as  complete  as  possible. 

The  practice  of  Latin  verse  composition  has  been  an  object 
of  scorn  to  so  many  writers  for  so  many  years  past,  that  one, 
who  ventures  to  claim  any  merit  for  it,  can  easily  forecast  the 
kind  of  criticism  to  which  he  will  be  exposed.  Still,  whatever 
risks  the  statement  may  involve,  Latin  verse  composition  seems 
to  possess  two  advantages,  as  an  instrument  of  education,  for 
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which  it  would  be  diflficult  to  find  substitutes.  First,  it  is  the 
proof  and  the  flower  of  that  scholarship  which  loves  the  old 
writers  with  an  unselfish  love,  and  delights  to  clothe  modern 
thoughts  and  modem  expressions  in  the  dress  of  ancient 
metre  and  rhythm.  Secondly,  it  is  an  unrivalled  form  of 
drill  for  beginners,  teaching  them  in  all  cases  a  good  deal  about 
the  structure  and  powers  of  the  Latin  tongue,  forcing  them 
from  the  very  first  to  think  for  themselves,  and  in  some 
cases  awakening  a  true  poetic  feeling,  and  a  power  of  appre- 
ciating the  best  thoughts  of  the  best  men  of  all  ages  and 
countries. 

Nevertheless  the  time  has  unquestionably  arrived  when  the 
urgent  claims  of  other  subjects  must  force  verse  composition 
to  content  itself  with  fewer  of  an  ordinary  student's  hours. 
The  chief  aim  of  this  book  is  to  aid  in  effecting  economy  in 
this  direction.  It  is  strange  that  no  book  of  the  kind  should 
have  appeared  in  the  palmy  days  of  verses.  All  existing 
English-Latin  dictionaries  concern  themselves  mainly  with 
words  suitable  for  Latin  prose.  It  could  not  be  otherwise, 
but  one  result  must  clearly  be  a  great  increase  in  the  diffi- 
culty of  finding  words  suitable  for  Latin  verse.  No  dictionary 
can  remove  this  difficulty  altogether.  As  soon  as  the  stage 
of  'Full  sense'  is  passed,  questions  of  taste,  though  in  a 
humble  way,  begin  to  arise,  and  need  the  assistance  of  a 
tutor,  a  Latin-English  Dictionary  or  Gradus,  and  some  acquain- 
tance with  Latin  poets.  But  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  book 
may  help  young  scholars  to  get  together  a  good  store  of 
poetical  words  and  phrases,  and  to  avoid  the  pitfalls  of  prosaic 
phraseology  with  which  all  teachers  are  familiar. 

Our  object  was  to  make  our  work  useful  to  beginners,  and, 
in  consequence,  brief  and  simple.  We  therefore  selected  arbi- 
trarily from  Webster's  Dictionary  such  words  as  were  adapted 
to  our  purpose,  and  gave  the  best  Latin  equivalents  we  could 
hit  upon.      We  consulted   throughout   Smith's   English-Latin 
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Dictionary,  Lewis  and  Short's  Latin-English  Dictionary,  and 
Quicherat's  Gradus,  an  excellent  and  laborious  work,  but  almost 
useless  to  the  young  scholar,  since  the  compiler  attaches  equal 
value  to  the  authority  of  writers  of  the  Augustan  age  and 
that  of  their  successors  many  centuries  later.  We  sometimes 
guarded  our  statements  by  the  word  '  perhaps,'  but  more  often 
they  appear  in  an  unqualified  form.  We  cannot  expect  that 
our  judgment  will  in  all  cases  approve  itself  to  that  of  others, 
or  deserve  to  do  so,  but  our  critics  will,  when  competent  to 
criticise,  have  gained  from  other  sources  or  from  this  book  all 
that  it  aspires  to  teach  them. 

We  give  without  comment  or  reference  (as  a  rule)  words 
which  occur  in  Virgil,  Ovid,  or  the  lyrical  poems  of  Horace. 
The  names  of  the  authors  are  appended  to  words  used  only  by 
writers  before  or  after  the  Augustan  age,  or  by  the  less  famous 
writers  of  that  period.  Words  used  by  Horace  in  the  Satires 
or  Epistles  are  marked  (H).  In  the  case  of  rare  words  and 
unusual  phrases  we  have  given  the  full  reference  to  the  passage 
where  they  occur.  Such  references  might  have  been  very 
largely  increased  in  number  by  a  more  thorough  examination 
of  the  Latin  poets.  The  task,  however,  would  have  delayed 
indefinitely  the  publication  of  this  book,  without  materially 
increasing  its  usefulness,  when  published,  for  that  class  of 
scholars  for  whom  it  is  designed. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Eev.  W.  E.  Inge,  M.A.,  of 
Hertford  College,  Oxford,  for  help  in  the  course  of  the  work,  to 
H.  Brinton,  M.A.,  of  New  College,  Oxford,  for  undertaking  the 
task  of  correcting  the  proofs,  and  to  many  other  friends  for 
useful  suggestions.

Therefore,  if  you  wish  to  find  the 
Latin  for  a  rare  English  word  which  is  not  in  this  book, 
you  must  try  to  think  of  a  common  English  word  with 
the  same  meaning,  and  look  that  out  instead. 

2.  Most  of  the  substantives  in  this  book  are  followed  by  two 

or  three  epithets.  You  must  not  think  that  you  are 
obliged  to  take  one  of  them,  or  that  others  cannot  be 
found — but  you  must  learn  to  choose  an  epithet  suitable 
to  the  verse  you  are  doing,  either  one  of  those  given,  or 
one  which  you  think  of  for  yourself. 

3.  The  numerals  following  Latin  words  shew — 

for  a  substantive — its  declension, 
for  a  verb — its  conjugation. 

4.  Words  not   followed   by   any   author's  name   are   found   in 

Virgil,  Ovid,  or  the  lyrical  poems  of  Horace,  and  these 
you  may  use  without  hesitation. 
As   to   other  words   you   had  better   ask  advice,  until   you 
become  familiar  with  their  use.
